Outlook 


In last weeks issuo I boliovo 
wo 
left offal Harvoy Thompsons 
big 
ledgo on tho southwesterly 
slope 
of Mt Tnrnbull 
Mt Turnbull 
is 
covered with well defined veins of 
mineral 
principally 
coppor 
Tb 
time is not far distant when capi 
tal will take hold of these promis 
ing properties and dovolopo 
them 
into rich copper producing 
mines 
Considerable water can bo develop 
ed in 
tho 
ravines 
which 
break 
down 
from 
tho 
mountain 
and 
timber is found on ltd slopes 
Leaving Mt Turnbull by going 
down 
roodwin 
canyon 
which 
heads near the western summit of 
this mountain 
we struok tho trail 
leading 
over 
the 
range 
to 
tho 
southwest 
Ih passing- - over 
thi 
rango wo crossed 
a formation 
of 
granite at least ton miles in width 
Tho 
first 
inhabited 
placo 
we 
camo to was L L 
Wights 
home 
nestled very noar tho summit 
on 
the 
southwesterly 
slope 
Mr 
Wight is interested in a number of 
promising 
claims 
south of 
his 
homo 
Ho has oriven an ontion on 
tho 
Marblehead 
and 
ono 
other 
claim to Mr Colo of Phconix 
for 
810000 
Ho 
showed 
us samples 
of very rich copper and lead 
oro 
Wo did not have tho time to per¬ 
sonally examine his claims hut will 
do so in tho near future 
Wo traveled 
about 
four 
miles 
farther and arrived at TJncle Billy 
Albrittans 
cosy 
homo 
at 
sun 
down 
very tired but well satisfied 
with what 
we 
had 
seen 
from 
a 
mining standpoint 
Hero 
wo en 
joyed tho hospitality of a real 
old 
mountain 
homo 
and that good 
noblo 
old 
lady 
Mrs 
Albrittan 
knows just how to maho 
a tired 
hungry 
party of would 
be 
min- 
ing 
manipulators 
satisfied 
One 
of her main tonico 
was 
good 
old 
fashioned butter milk4 and Ill just 
tell you Dr Lindley 
with 
a big 
L and guide Duncan with a huge 
smile 
waded 
into 
that 
butter 
milk and lovely hot buscuits until 
I thought thoy would 
burst 
We 
enjoyed 
this hcspitulity 
lor 
two 
days and were loath to leavo it 
Arising early next morning and 
dividing 
tho 
party 
wo started 
out to look at two groups of mines 
owned by Mr Albrittan and others 
Onfr group situated about two and 
one half miles southeast 
fiom the 
fiouso was inspected by Dr Lind 
ley and 
Mt 
Duncan 
the 
Other 
group lying one and a half 
miles 
northwest from the houso 
was 
in 
spected 
by 
tho 
writer 
Both 
groups show well 
on tho surface 
in copper and the ledges arc 
well 
defined 
Considerable 
prospect 
work has been done and tho ledges 
havo been sunk on or pierced 
with 
open cuts in a number 
of 
places 
universally showing good mineral 
ized ores 
Like many other good 
properties in 
this 
mineral 
zono 
thoy require a littlo capital 
to go 
down and dovolopo mines 
I will 
state here that 
tho 
owners 
will 
raeot capital mure than half for the 
purpose of making 
producors 
out 
of those bodies ol mineral 
It 
is 
truly a mineral
